The Paradox of Franco’s Spain 


HILE Generalissimo Franco remains 
as unpopular as ever outside his own 
country, and few persons will be 
moved, by his diatribes following the*cold 
shdfiider given him by the United Nations, 
nevertheless the case of Spain presents a 
paradox. Franco is by no means the only 
dictator holding subjects in bondage these 
days; and from the standpoint of external 
influence he is harmless compared with 
some other totalitarians. It is his wartime 
association with Hitler and Mussolini that 
createg the prejudice against him, albeit 
these gentlemen did not gain all they 
wanted from Frafico 
So informed a judge of the pros and cons 
as Mr. Churchill said the other day that he 
could not feel that Spain did Britain harm 
in the war. He was regretting the absence 
of fhat country from the Atlantic Pact, as 
creating a serious gap in the strategic ar- 
rangements, Viewed-without the natural 


“pias engendered by dislike of Franco, it is 
not difficult to appreciate that fact; but 
dislike of the past is at the moment more 
powerful than the peril of the present 

In leaving recognition of Spain at its 
present status the United Nations voted to 
continue relationships on a minor diplo- 
matic level, although an American senator 
made a distinct point when he questioned 
the sense of having full diplomatic rela- 
tions with Soviet Russia and refusing to 
have them with Spain. The tronic twist 
to current international! affairs is that most 
of the United Nations fear Russia as a po- 
tential aggressor, and its Western member 
states have formed a defensive alliance for 
mutual prétection. Yet diplomatically she 
is received while Spain is unwelcome; This 
is not to argue in Franco's personal favor; 
merely to cite an inconsistency which from, 
the standpoint of logic is bound to astonish 
future historians,

but in the latter country they were Earls of Car- 
rick 4 Annandale, by marriage with Scottish 
hetreases, When the Scottish War of Indepen- 
dence broke out, it is not unnatural that having 
to choose one country or the other, Bruce should 
ahoose the one in which he was by for the more 
socially important in rank, with a claim on the 
throne to boot.

Dr... E. W. McHenry, professor of 
public health nutrition at the Univer- 
sity of Toronto, did not hold to the 
view that high food prices could be 
blamed for poor eating habits. There 
was too much of the expensive items 
like meats, candy, cakes and pastry 
and not enough of inexpensive food 
such aa milk, fruits and vegetables, he 


told the meeting. He was especially 
severe on expectant mothers who were 
eating too much sweet foods arid tIn- 
sufficient of milk, vitamin D and fruit 
One Toronto clinic showéd that three- 
fifths of the women patients were 
getting insufficient amounts of the 
proper foods, he declared 


Dr. McHenry said a survey in six 
Tétonto schoolaghowed a third to hal! 
of the children were not properly fed 
and again he emphasized it was not a 
question of cost, The foods they were 
getting were the expensive kinds. A 
similar survey in Ottawa some months 
ago brought out almc identical con- 
ditions. Said Dr. McHenry: “It is not
